Case was one of the oldest 
conductors on the road. 
Among the 
wounded Mrs. George McGrew, also of 
Richmond, it is thought will die. H enry 
C. Fox, a prom inent Richmond atto r­ 
ney, is in a critical condition. 
The scenes about tho w reck w ere 
most heartrending, the cries of tho un­ 
fortunate victims mingling w ith the 
shouts of the rescuers who were quick­ 
ly at hand and did heroic work. As fa st 
as the injured were taken from the 
wreck they were taken to houses near 
a t hand, w here every attention was 
given them until arrangem ents could 
bo made for their removal to St. Steph­ 
an’s hospital at Richmond. 
As to the cause of the accident En­ 
gineer B artlett says th at about three­ 
quarters of a mile from tile tow n he 
heard som ething break, and before he 
could control the train the right side 
connecting-rod broke, and at the w ater 
tank a quarter of a mile further on 
pieces of iron from tho engine fell 
across the track and derailed the train, 
and then the ill-fated train rushed on to 
its doom beyond the control of the m an 
a t the throttle.

The bill was

Bills were

Blackhaw k war; for the appointm ent 
of a state pension agent, who shall re­ 
ceive a salary of $2,000 a year and shall 
attend to all pension claims free of 
charge to the applicants.

W a s h in g to n , Feb. 
26.—At Wednes­ 
day’s session of the Woinan’s nntifmql 
council Susan B. Anthony read a paper 
prepared by Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
entitled “The Matriarchate, or Mother 
Age.’’ 
“Gains 
of 
the Last Three 
Years" was the subject of a paper 
by Mary Seymour Howell. 
She spoke 
of the efforts in 
various states for 
the 
political 
enfranchisement 
of 
women, and read, amid applause, that 
part of the constitution of Wyoming 
wherein it is enacted that women may 
vote. 
Mrs Julia Ward Howe spoke on 
“The Relation of the Woman Suffrage 
Movement to other 
Modern 
Move­ 
ments 
“ God's Woman'’ was the sub­ 
ject of a paper by Rev. Anna B. Shaw, 
of this city, the lecturer of the National 
Woman's Christian temperance union. 
At the afternoon session Mary F. Sey­ 
mour, editress of the Business Woman's 
Journal, read a paper on the subject of 
“Occupations of Women to Date.” Miss 
Seymour said that the trite and some­ 
what hackneyed 
saying 
that there 
Is nothing 
so 
successful 
as 
suc­ 
cess has never

forci­ 
bly illustrated 
than 
in 
the 
his­ 
tory of 
the 
industrial 
progress of 
women. 
Fifty years ago there were 
onl}* seven occupations accessible to 
women; to-day they are engaged in 
over 300. 
Every profession has thrown 
open its doors to them. 
They may be­ 
come, physicians, lawyers, clergymen, 
journalists, artists, authors, sculptors, 
i dentists,druggists, trained nurses, teleg­ 
raphers, 
stenographers, [type-writers, 
accountants, 
book-keepers, cashiers, 
farmers, navigators, real-estate and in­ 
surance agents, brokers and presidents 
of horse-railroad companies and banks. 
In fact, they are now eligible to al­ 
most 
any 
employment 
in 
which 
men are engaged, 
aud in addition 
to these to many others peculiar to 
their sox 
Statistics show that in the 
city of Philadelphia women are actually 
employed in every business in which 
men are engaged. 
It was true that 
women received loss pay than man, but 
the chief fault was with the women 
themselves, and in their hands was the 
remedy—viz., the ballot 
At the evening and closing session 
papers, were read by Kila Dietz Clymer, 
of New York, the president of Sorosis; 
Jennie C. Croly, also of Sorosis, and 
Charlotte Emerson Brown, president of 
the Woman's federation of clubs. Mrs. 
Palmer read a paper on the purposes of 
the board of lady managers of the 
Columbian exposition.

English (.talesmen are watching with 
a great doff of 
interest, not unmixed 
with BDXbty, tho courBo of events in 
Oanaca. When recently a motion was 
made in the house or commons, instruct­ 
ing the government to summon the col­ 
onies to send a representative to a coun­ 
cil to be held in London to consider the 
formation of a zcllverein or customs 
union, embracing Great Britain and all 
her colonies, the author of the motion 
acknowledged that bis adion was in­ 
spired by the chrmiog growth ct a sen­ 
timent in Canada favorable to a close 
commercial unicn with the United States 
and he urged, aa the best way to coun­ 
teract that eentiment, the organization of 
a commercial federation between En­ 
gland and the British colonies. The mo­ 
tion waB the source of an animated de­ 
bate daring which Mr. G oshen, the 
chancellor cf the exchequer, warned the 
colonists that bogland woald not con­ 
sent to the imposition of a duty on grain, 
a concession especially desired by the 
wheat raisers of tho dominion, but be 
oonceded that England must be prepared 
for seme fiscal changes in the interest of 
closer union with the colonies.

ever since the prohibitory law waa 
adopted. Neat Dow’s regular od! upon 
the legislature in this matter is as gocd 
evidence as could be asked of the failure 
of prohibition in Maine.

A resolution was adopted to be­ 
gin the consideration of the shipping 
bill to-uay, the previous question to be 
ordered at 5 p. rn. on Friday. The 
house then w ent into committee of the 
whole on tho agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill. 
After a long discussion, and 
without disposing of the measure, the 
committee rose. 
Mr. Gibson (Md.) an­ 
nounced feelingly the death of Senator 
Wilson, of that state, aud eulogized his

resolution 
unani­

The immigration bill passed by th© 
house Wednesday 
is an important 
measure, and special efforts will be 
made to get it through the senate be­ 
fore the 4th of March. But that body 
has so much business to do within the 
few remaining days the chances of the 
bill are doubtful 
Its main provisions 
are as follows: 
It excludes from admission Into this oountry 
all idiots Insane persons, paupers, persons 
likely to become a publio charge, persons suf­ 
fering from loathsome or dangerous contagious 
diseases, 
persons 
convicted of 
felony or 
other infamous crime involving moral tur­ 
pitude, 
polygamists. 
and 
any 
person 
whoso 
passage 
is 
paid 
for 
with 
the 
money of another, or who-is assisted by others 
to come, unless it is affirmatively shown that 
such person does not belong to one of the 
foregoing excluded classes or to the class of 
contract laborers. But It Is specially provided 
that persons living in tho United States may 
assist friends or relatives who are not of the 
excluded classes. Persons convicted of a politi­ 
cal oflense, whether such offense be Q felony 
or not by the laws of their country, are npt to 
be excluded from immigration. 
No suit for 
violation of tho act prohibiting the importa­

foreigners 
under 
contract 
Is 
to 
bo 
settled, 
compromised 
or 
dlscon- 
tinued 
without 
the 
consent 
of 
the 
court and a record of tho reasons. To Induce 
im m igration by advertisement of any kind In 
foreign countries is prohibited except when 
£oue by states or state immigration bureaus, 
and any alien coming to this oountry In con 
sequence of such advertisement is to be deemed 
a 
contract 
immigrant. 
Steamship, vessel 
and 
transportation 
companies 
are 
pro­ 
hibited from inducing or encouraging immlgra- 
t.on, directly or indirectly, except by ordinary 
commercial letters or advertisements stating 
the sailings of their vessels and terms and fa­ 
cilities of transportation. A fine of $1,000 or 
im prisonm ent for not more than one year Is 
prescribed for bringing or aiding in bringlag 
into this country any alien excluded by law. 
The office or superintendent of immigration 
is created with a salary of $4,000, to be con­ 
nected with the treasury department and con­ 
trolled by the secretary of the treasury. Tho 
superintendent is to have Lls office In W ash­ 
ington, and a chief clerk at $2,000 and two 
first-class clerks 
The captains and agents 
of steam and sailing 
vessels 
arriving 
In 
any port of the United States with immigrants 
on board are required before landing any alien 
to report the name, nationality, last residence, 
and the destination of every alien to the proper 
inspection officers. Provision is made for in­ 
spection and medical examination of immi­ 
grants. The inspectors are given power to 
administer oaths and take testimony touch­ 
ing the right of an alien 
to land. 
The 
decisions of inspectors ore made final, unless 
overruled by the superintendent of Immigra­ 
tion or secretary of the treasury on appeal. A 
fine of $1,000 or less, or Imprisonment for one 
year or less. is fixed for violation of the law 
against landing any alien at any time or place 
other than that designated by the Inspection 
officers. 
Tho secretary of the treasury is authorized 
to prescribe rules for Inspection along the 
borders of Canada, British 
Columbia 
and 
Mexico, so as not to unnecessarily delay, Im­ 
pede or annoy passengers in ordinary traveL 
One inspector may be appointed for each in­ 
spection district. 
State officers and local 
courts are given jurisdiction over Immigrant 
stations for the purpose of keeping the peace 
and making arrests for crimes against the law 
of the states. 
Aliens coming into this country 
iu violation of law are to be sent back a l 
once at the expense of tho owners af the 
vessel upon which they arrived.

alien may to sent back within one year,

shall be returned. Tho bill contains a section 
relieving ministers of religious denominations

N k w Y o r k , Feb. 28.—The king of 
Italy has conferred the order of knight­ 
hood on Police Inspector Thomas F.

The question is asked: Who is the 
man who has been termed the “Bria­ 
reus of languages?” 
Cardinal Mez- 
zo tan ti, an Italian, who was born in 
1774 and who died in 1849, is donbtless 
the man meant. Many terms expres­ 
sive of his wonderful readiness in the 
acquisition and retention of languages 
have been applied to him, and if all 
that has been told of his powers in 
this direction be true the terms were 
deserved. The cardinal is said to have 
spoken 122 languages fluently, and to 
have been able to acquire a thorough 
knowledge of a language in from one 
to three weeks. 
One day when the 
cardinal was walking in the Vatican 
gardens, according to a story told

Moon Manufacturing Company of Wor­ 
cester, Mass., and the manufacturers of 
barbed wire of the United States for 
■averal months pest have been success­ 
fully terminated,” was the introduction 
to a statement issued to the public yes­ 
terday by the 
manufacturers’ coun­ 
cil. 
The Chicago Tribune’s decla­ 
ration therefore, is 
in the 
nature 
of a point blank denial. Save the Trib­ 
une: 
“It was learned that the successful ter­ 
mination alluded to had not taken place* 
and it was not at all unlikely that the 
Washburn & Moen representatives would 
return home before any agreement had 
been reached, tellmg their more unfor­ 
tunate business associates before their 
departure to go to the bowwows and con­ 
tinue to pay the firm owing the patents 
the royalties they olaim. 
At the meeting yesterday the amount 
asked by the Washburn & Moen company 
for the control of the patents was $400,- 
000. The reason an agreement coaid no* 
be reached at once was because some of 
the business men refused to pay more 
than others for the privilege of using the 
patents. 
It was a difficult matter to 
equalize things. 
Both J . L . Elwood of the Washburn 
A 
Moen company .and 
George T. 
Dewey, attorney for the same ocn- 
o.rn, said 
positively after the ad­ 
journment of the meeting that no agree­ 
ment had been reached and that the pat­ 
ents had cot yet been transferred. The 
statement issued for the benefit of the 
public, however, concluded ae follows: 
Hereafter all legal barbed wire will 
bear a uniform license stamp that will 
guarantee to the trade the most com - 
plete and amole protection ani insure 
the most pleasant and satisfactory busi­ 
ness relations between those who manu­ 
facture barbed wire and those who pur­ 
chase, sell, and use it. 
MThe deal has been completed,” said 
Mr. Harris to-day, "and the delay that 
the 
Tribune 
speaks of, merely has 
to do with the clerical portion of the 
work. Manufacturers of barbed wir3 
have appreciated the annoyance to which 
th e jobbers end consumers of barbed 
wire have been subjected, by threats cf 
prosecution for selling and using barbed 
wire that did not have the license stamp 
of the Washburn & Mcen Company, and

For this purpose one of the officers or 
directors of each company has become a 
stockholder in a company organized for 
the purchase of all the patents on barbed 
wire and machines for the manufacture 
of barbed wire that have several years 
yet to ran from rhe Washburn A Moen 
Company.
